I've also attached an updated version of the proposal I wrote for Governor Cooper on creating a Working Group 
to support municipalities moving to 100% renewable energy. This was further refined based on feedback I 
received from individuals who served under Governor Hunt. I would value your feedback! I would very much 
like to get this proposal in the hands of Jenny Owen. Would you prefer to share this with her or should I reach 
out to her directly? I am new to navigating state administration workings and don't want to misstep. 

Also, since we last met, the town's of Clyde and Hillsborough have also adopted a 100% renewable energy by 
2050 resolution! Charlotte and Mecklenburg are expected to vote on this later this month and I have reached out 
to Sig Hutchinson in Wake County.
